Status of the Application 

Claims 31-35 are pending. 

Amendment of claims 31-35, cancellation of claims 1-30 and 36-66, amendments to the 
specification, and submission of a new abstract, in a communication filed on 1/12/2004 are 
acknowledged. 

In a telephone conversation with John Robbins on 2/10/2004, an agreement was reached to 
amend claims 32-35 to place the claims in condition for allowance.

34 The isolated polypeptide according to claim 3 1 , wherein said polypeptide has a plant 
glycosylation pattern at amino acid positions 108, 161, and 184 of SEQ ID NO: 18, wherein an alpha 1,3 
fucose is present on the proximal N-acetylglucosamine (GlcNac). 

35 The isolated polypeptide according to claim 31, wherein said polypeptide has a plant 
glycosylation pattern at amino acid positions 108, 161, and 184 of SEQ ID NO: 18, wherein a beta 1,2 
xylose is present on a beta-linked mannose of the core. 

Reasons for Allowance 

6. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. Although the prior art 
discloses alpha galactosidases, the Examiner has found no teaching or suggestion in the prior art directed 
to the alpha galactosidase of SEQ ID NO: 18 as encompassed by the claims. Therefore, claims 31-35 
directed to the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 18 and the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 18 with the recited 
glycosylated residues as encompassed by the claims, are allowable over the prior art of record. 

7. Claims 3 1-35 are allowed.
